R upprecht’s hold on the w est side o< 
the Somme and the Nesle-Noyon canal 
rem ains extrem ely uncom fortable. 
The B ritish F ourth 
and 
French 
F irst and T hird arm ies m aintain their 
diabolical pressure from A lbert 
to 
R ibecourt sa d although G eneral von 
der M arw itz and G eneral von H utier 
are profiting to the 
fullest 
extent 
from th e old 
Somm e 
lines, 
along 
which .p a rts of th e battle front now 
run. th eir arm ies are daily sm itten 
by the allies’ heavy artillery. 
Almost a third of th e G erm an divi­ 
sions identified on this front a re from 
G eneral Ludendorff's preciously guard­ 
ed reserves. 
D espite th e high 
com­ 
m and’s recent order to conserve m an 
pow er to the lim it no altern a te was 
open but to throw 
every 
available 
m an. including orderlies, cooks 
and 
officers’ servants, into th e line to slow 
down the M iles’ advance o r perish. 
B ut for the desperate m easures ap­ 
plied to secure at least tempOTary re­ 
lief, fat* g re a ter d isaster would have 
closed in upon th e G erm ans and ev­ 
erything w est of the Som m e and the 
Novon canal would have fallen. 
Today the G erm ans along th eir new 
battlefront are supplied entirely from 
across bridges spanning th e 
w ater­ 
ways. 
T he bridges are now under 
allied shell fire and airplane bom bing 
them day and night. TSome 
are 
al­ 
ready destroyed and o thers cannot be 
used save at fearful risk. 
It is a question w hether G eneral von 
I.udendorff will leave his Second and 
E ighteenth arm ies supported only by 
a sprinkling of artillery or w hether he 
will m ass his guns behind his infantry, I 
exposing the w hole to allied d e s tru c t 
tion. 
He m ust do one or the other. 
If he 
m oves the bulk of his artillery to the I 
east bank of the Somm e his guns will I 
be unable to reach the allied lines ef­ 
fectively. 
If he keeps them w est of t 
the Somme, w hich w riggles through 
a wide valley of lagoons and m arshes, 
the danger to them is obvious. 
The G erm ans 
are 
now 
fighting 
stoutly w henever they a re attacked 
but com parative quiet continues 
on 
th is front. 
H aving gone back across 
the Ancre they cut the dykes of the 
stream , flooding the valley in places 
as fu rth er protection. 
Fine w eather conditions.

INCREASED A C T IV IT Y IN 
FLANDERS IS REPO RTED 
LONDON, Aug. 14.— Increased ac­ 
tivity in Flanders, with slight advance­ 
m ent of the B ritish lines at two points 
in the cen ter of the salient, w as an­ 
nounced by Field M arshal H aig today. 
In 
Picardy artillery fighting con­ 
tinued during th e night, but there 
w ere no infantry actions on the B rit­ 
ish portions of the front. 
“H ostile artillery was active last 
n ight on the battle front,” the sta te ­ 
m ent bald. 
“T here was no infantry 
action. 
“At m idday yesterday local hostile 
attack s w ere repulsed in the Dicke- 
bush se c to r 
"D uring the night the enem y’s ar­ 
tillery showed considerable activity in 
th is neighborhood, also northw est of 
Kemmel. 
“We secured a few prisoners last 
night in a successful raid in the neigh­ 
borhood of A yette. 
“In the Vieux-Berquin sector our 
patrols continued to push forw ard and 
bring th eir linos east of the villfcge. 
A num ber of prisoners and m achine 
guns w ere captured in this operation. 
“O ur line has been advanced slight­ 
ly ea st of M eteren.”

M ilitary experts are speculating as 
to w hether Foch will exploit his gains 
in Picardy to the utm ost by ano th er 
a ttack or will m erely keep the enem y 
busy th ere while delivering another 
blow elsew here. 
Most of them are 
inclined to the la tte r view, pointing 
out th at thereby th e Allies would re­ 
tain the all-im portant initiative and 
would use up a m axim um num ber of 
G erm an reserves by keeping them rac­ 
ing up and down behind the lines. 
A lthough in a new allied drive prob­ 
ably less territo ry would be gained, 
it would save man pow er and not give 
th e G erm ans a chance to prepare or 
deliver th e ir autum n 
blow 
to 
the 
Allies. 
T herefore French m ilitary w riters

America Expected ,

T h e food shortage, reported to have 
attained tho proportions of a fam ine 
in the centers of population, is de­ 
clared to have precipitated th e grow ­ 
ing dissatisfaction 
of 
the 
Spanish 
people. Spain has com pletely ex h au st­ 
ed h er stock of nu*gy stap le foods 
The Spanish see th a t tho F rench and 
Italians, although actually a t w ar, arc 
b etter off in many respects. 
An official Rome cable suggests th a t 
the Spanish cabinet is likely to - d e­ 
cide upon im m ediate “energetic a c ­ 
tion” upon G erm any. 
It is declared 
the attitu d e of the Spanish govern­ 
m ent and people in regard to G er­ 
m any's subm arine cam paign has be­ 
come increasingly bitter. 
D iplom ats are inclined to 
believe 
th a t Spain's first step in a program of 
“energetic action” would be to puT 
all the ships of the kingdom , now de­ 
tained in port on account of the su b ­ 
m arine m enace, on th e high seas to 
bring food to the stricken populace. A 
dem and on G erihany to spare th e ships 
probably would be m ade sim ultaneous­ 
ly.

Two Tommies, Escaped From 
Germans, Tell Harrowing 
Tales of Treatment

IN' FRANCE, Aug. IS.—(Night.)—Al­ 
lied prisoners, 
including 
Americans, 
are beaten with clubbed rifles on the 
slightest 
provocation, 
according 
to 
two British soldiers who were cap­ 
tured by the Germans on .May 27 
and escaped to the allied lines after 
spending a week in hiding and fleeing. 
They told a remarkable story of cruel­ 
ties practiced by the boches. 
Only the most serious cases are ad­ 
mitted to hospitals, where they re 
calve little treatment, the Tommies 
say. 
The majority of wounded die 
in the hospitals. 
An American medi­ 
cal officer, himself weak with a high 
fever, worked untiringly treating oth­ 
er cases, endeavoring to obtain sup­ 
plies. 
Conditions in the hospitals are the 
worst possible. 
The Britishers saw 
Americans wounded who had not been 
treated and whose wounds, originally 
slight, were becoming serious. 
The prisoners’ stories indicated an 
increasing shortage in food and sup­ 
plies 
of 
all kinds. 
Their rations j \. 
consisted of three-quarters of a pound 
of unpalatable potato bread, a pint of 
thin vegetable soup and coffee made 
of hawthorne berries. The boches re­ 
ceived practically the same rations, 
except in larger quantities. 
l.(K)te4| cattle and casualties on the 
horse lines furnished meat occasion­ 
ally to the boches. The prisoners got 
no meat.

The two Tommies said the lack of 
meat among the civilian population of 
Germany was such that it has become 
the custom for soldiers to send their 
families part of their sorely needed 
rations. 
Much food was recAitlv sent 
to Austria in an effort to aid rendi­ 
tions there. 
The prisoners heard boche soldiers 
say the conditions at home were so 
depressing that they wanted no fur­ 
loughs, preferring to remain in the 
line.

lies. At the point where von Hinden­ 
burg sets out to ’’lure the allies on” 
Marshal Foch immediately brings his 
commands to a standstill. 
This dis­ 
play of caution and of regard for the

ormity with M arshal Foch's strategy. 
Neither Picardy nor 
the 
Chemen 
des Dames or even the Belgian sector 
contains the Allies main objective. 
That objective is the river Rhine and 
beyond.

policy for Marshal Foch to use up 
his man power by driving von Hin­ 
denburg

WANTED BY UNCLE SAM 


POMONA, Aug. 14.—Three hundred 
tons of peach pits from Pomona are 
to do their part in saving the lives 
j of our soldiers at the front.

canneries have received

request 
from tile government asking them to 
hold their pits until the necessary 
j arrangem ents can be made to take 
care of them. 
Experiments have shown that char­ 
coal made from peach pits and cocoa 
shells is the most valuable of all 
the purifying agents thus far discov­ 
ered for use in the gas masks. 
W ith 
the discovery, the government took 
immediate steps to conserve all the 
peach pits of the state, and as a re­ 
sult it is estimated that between 30,- 
000 and 40,000 tons will be collected 
and made into charcoal. 
The government has set a price 
of $7.50 per ton for the pits. Hereto­ 
fore they have been sold for two or 
three dollars a ton by the canneries 
as fuel.

A GLORIOUS RECORD

pairs of socks for Canadian soldiers. 
This patriotic old woman lost her sight only 
four years ago.

If you want to find where the band-wagon is, watch 
the way the politicians run. They know. And this year, 
by that test, the band is perched upon the w ater wagon. 
Every politician, from constable to governor, de­ 
clares himself on the liquor issue, and every one of them 
is what once would have been regarded as “dry”. 
The 
wettest of them are at least for the Rominger bill, which 
only two years ago was the dryest thing which sensible 
drys thought worth trying to get. 
It is doubtful if an 
outright 
pro-saloon candidate could now 
carry 
the 
Bartenders’ Union. 
At least, no one has tried to run 
for any office, little or big, on that issue. 
The very 
Question which, a few years ago, no politician dared touch 
is the only one which now none of them dares evade. 
The politicians get aboard for various motives, some 
of which are conscientious. 
But their very stampede, 
which locates the band-wagon, also reveals something 
much more important. 
It dem onstrates that the time 
has now come, not merely when the state will go dry, 
but when it ought to go dry. 
For prohibition is not an unmixed question of right 
and wrong. Drink is an evil, and drinking places are per­ 
nicious institutions. 
But it does not follow that it is 
unconditionally right to prohibit these evils or uncon­ 
ditionally wrong to tolerate them. There are other evils, 
too, and to cure one evil by establishing another is not 
necessarily either right or beneficial. 
Drink is an evil, but so is the arbitrary suppression 
of personal liberty. Saloons are evil, but blind pigs, on 
any large scale, may be a worse one. 
.Licensed liquor 
selling is an evil, but hypocrisy and widespread contempt 
or violation of law- may be worse evils. 
The forcing of 
the conscience of a small numerical majority on a large 
and respectable minority is an evil which may be greater 
in some communities than some liquor-selling is. So the 
question of prohibition was for a long tim e honestly de­ 
batable, and it was honestly possible, and under some 
circumstances honestly almost imperative, to regard pro­ 
hibition as a greater moral wrong than the evils against 
which it was directed. 
But not so now, when public sentim ent is so united 
that there Is no longer even a respectable minority; 
when even discussion is confined to the question between 
dry and extra dry; when it is evident that the dry law, 
when passed, will be both respected and enforced; when, 
in short, the conscience of the community is clear, posi­ 
tive and fully developed—then the time has come when 
prohibition is both expedient and right. 
That time, by every test, has now arrived. 
If the 
politicians have got aboard the w ater wagon, some from 
conviction, some from interest, and nr.ost, we assume, 
from both, then all others, who have no interest to con­ 
sider, but are merely concerned for the moral right and 
practical benefit of it, are also justified on these grounds 
in taking the same position.

up to the front with a truck train,” he 
writes. 
"It certainly is a grand sight 
after night to see the flashes of the ar­ 
tillery firing and to hoar the roar of 
the small artillery intermingled with 
that of the big guns.

h o ttest w eather I have ever seen. 
It 
will be hot as the deuce here for a 
few days and then it will tu rn and 
rain and be ju st as cold as it is hot. 
But a t present a little rain would 
l ure be welcome. 
I took tw o sw im s 
this evening in the river so I feel 
pretty cool now. 
It sure is handy 
here th a t we got th is stre a m ' here 
handy, for otherw ise we would be out 
of luck for a place to bathe. I ju st got 
back last Sunday night from a w eek­ 
end pass. I went down to Dax, a place 
about forty m iles from here. 
I had a 
fairly good tim e but it was really too 
w arm to enjoy m yself like I would 
have liked to. 
W e are entitled to two 
week-end passes (th ree days) every 
four m onths. 
So I have an o th er one 
com ing up pretty soon. 
But I don't 
think I will go to Dax as I saw all of 
th at tow n I care to. W e put up a t one 
of th eir best hotels aud*sure w ere fed 
good. 
They have an aw ful shortage of 
bread over here so we had to tak e our 
own supply 
of 
bread 
along. 
How 
would it look in the S tates for a fel­ 
low to walk into a swell cafe and take 
out a loaf of bread of your own to eat, 
We seem ed to get plenty of eggs and 
meat hut no butter. 
I sure don’t like 
th eir train service here. A fellow gets 
on a train and th e re ’s 
no 
know ing 
where he will end up. 
They never 
tell a fellow' w here to get off. T he cars 
are of sm all com partm ents w ith In­ 
dividual doors to each com partm ent, 
and you never see Into the rest of the 
train till you get off. 
Each com part­ 
m ent holds eight people and th ere are 
about six of these in a car, so you can 
im agine about how sm all the cars are. 
T hree of them would ju st about m ake 
one of ours. 
Automobiles, w ith the exception of 
the U. S. arm y service cars, over here 
are scarce articles. 
Most of tho ve­ 
hicles are bicycles and these big old 
clum sy two-wheeled ca rts th a t pelter 
a'ong the stone-laid street.

streets of the tow n are no w ider than 
an ordinary ally.

Interesting details 
of his 
trip to 
France by way of England are told 
by C. H. Moore for several years a 
resident of Tustin and Santa Ana, to 
his friends, Mr. and Mrs. T. R. Over­ 
ton, of 1358 Grand avenue. The young 
man formerly worked for a 
packing 
company at Tustin, where he is a 
emmber of the K. P. lod*e, and left 
with the draft contingent for Camp 
Lewis on April 26. He is also a mem­ 
ber of the Santa Ana lodges, Fraternal 
Brotherhood and Modern Woodmen. 
The letter, just received, contains 
the following: 
The Fourth. 
Dear Friends: 
I will start you a letter tonight but 
hardly expect 
to 
finish it this day. 
This is some change today from what 
I did last year at this time. This has 
been a holiday for us; this morning 
we were privileged to take life easy 
or clean up, wash, etc., as we chose. 
I did some washing. 
I will go back to the beginning of 
my trip and refer back to this place 
later on. 
The short time we stayed 
a t Camp Mills on Ix>ng Island was for 
a rest and to clean up and prepare for 
a change. We did some drilling there 
but not what it was at Camp Lewis. I 
did not go to New York City while 
there, the furloughs were for such a 
short time (12 hours), and I decided 
I would have more use for money over 
here and I can see that place on my 
return to the States. 
Before leaving 
Camp 
Mills a few 
days 
there was 
► someone asked one of my company if 
I was there. 
It was an infantry man 
and I 
wondered if it was someone 
from Camp I^ewis. 
I did not get to 
see him whoever it was. 
Toe company left Camp Mills in a, 
slight 
rain. 
It was the same way 
when we left 
W ashington 
and also 
Funston. 
The day I boarded the 
ship was 
quite an event for me as well as the 
rest of the boys. 
I was glad to know 
that I was on my way "over there” 
to do my bit. 
When the war is over 
I can say I did my part in France 
and not at Ix'wis or Camp Kearny. 
Eventful Day Arrives 
The first day was a long one as 
it was spent at the wharf while the 
longshoremen were loading our vessel. 
The long-looked for hour arrived the 
next day when the hausers were re­ 
leased and our ship started on her 
voyage out to sea. 
We had not been 
on our way very long when some of 
the soldiers became sick. 
I did not 
make any sport of it because I did 
not consider myself immune to this 
failing. 
I ani glad to say though that 
I make a good soldier and was not J 
sick at all; we had some rough seas ) 
though. 
I was more or less careful 
in eating the first few days but when 
I started to work in the galley for the 
ship's stew ard I ate of all the crew 
had. 
T h e .second day of our journey our 
fleet of transports numbered over a 
dozen and some sm aller boats, part of 
our convoy. 
The next day was dif­ 
ferent in that our ship was riding the 
waves m ajestically all alone, not a 
vessel in sight. 
The rest of the ves­ 
sels that composed our fleet had gone 


over the top and out of sight. 
This 
did not worry me, as I had made 
up my mind not to expect an accident 
until it happened; this was the same 
view I took 
about 
being 
sick, not 
to ex|>cot to think of it at all. 
Our 
quarters where our bunks were, was 
rather warm and uncomfortable for a 
few days; we were perm itted to be 
on deck during the day and till after 
sunset. 
We were told to sleep with 
our clothing on the first part of the 
trip and also the last leg of our jour­ 
ney. 
This order did not seem un­ 
reasonable

would he better to be dressed if it 
was necesasrv to use the small boats.

put the food into large tins the sjze of 
wash tubs and take the tins out to 
the elevator. 
The fod was cooked in 
large steel vats; it was all cooked with 
steam. 
I thought I had seen food 
prepared in quantities at Camp Lewis 
but on the boat I did see it. Can you 
imagine five sacks of beans or three 
sacks of rice or sago cooked at once? 
It took twenty eases of eggs to feed 
the soldiers one meal and forty sides 
of bacon. 
When they had porridge 
for breakfast it required about three 
large sacks. 
A fter breakfast was over It was the 
work of our four soldiers to prepare 
the potatoes for dinner. There were 
three or four sacks to dress. 
No, we 
did not peel them by hand, but shov­ 
eled about two sacks into a machine 
and in this electric cylinder the skins 
were scraped off, then we took them 
to the galley and put them Into the 
steam 
presses 
(ovens). 
Oh, before 
that work, we had our mess in the 
galley and it was a feed each morn­ 
ing. 
I was very fond of the porridge 
and with plenty of cream.

chef was feeling good we had bacon 
and eggs or meat of some kind.
